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BIBLIOGRAPHY OF CANADIAN STATUTE LAW, II.* 
By W. Grorce Eakins, Librarian, Osgoode Hall, Toronto, Canada. 


In hy paper on this subject read at the annual meeting of this association 
last year, it was alleged, as a matter of inference from certain facts therein set out, 
that the ‘volume of Laws of the first four sessions of the first Provincial Parliament 
of Upper Canada, printed by Gideon Tiffany in 1795, was the first publication of 
the legislation of the Province, and the first book printed in Upper Canada. Within 
the past few months the writer has made a discovery which disproves this assertion. 
A printed copy of the Laws of 1793, with the imprint of Louis Roy, the first printer 
in the Province, has been found by him. It is necessary, therefore, to amend the 
list of Laws of Upper Canada presented to you last year by prefixing to it a descrip- 
tion of this publication, as follows :—

Roy’s press was set up towards the end of 1792, and the first issue of the Up- 
per Canada Gazette bears the date April 18th, 17 93. The session of 1793 ended 
July 9th, and Roy was succeeded, as government printer, by Tiffany in December, 
1794; so that the publication of this volume must have taken place between the 
latter dates. Whether it was a by that of the Laws of 1792, and followed 
by that of the Laws of 1794, by Roy or Tiffany, remains to be determined. 

In continuation of the Mad given last year—of the early Laws and Revisions 
of the Province down to, and including, the year 1818—is given herewith a similar 
list down to the Union of Upper and Lower Canada in 1841, followed by a list of 
the Laws of the Province of Canada, down to the time of the creation of the Do- 
minion of Canada, with its Federal Parliament and Provincial Legislatures. The 
Union took effect by proclamation, 10th February, 1841, under the authority of 
the Imperial Act, 3 & 4 Vict. c. 35. A Revision published in 1843 contains the 
Acts, or parts of Acts, which were in force in Upper Canada at that date. After 
the Union the Statute-book of each year contained Acts applicable to the whole 
Province of Canada, to Upper Canada only, and to Lower Canada only. In 1856 
was begun the first real consolidation of the Public General Statute Law of the

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Province, and in 1859 two volumes—one for Canada and the other for Upper Can- 
ada—were published, while a third volume—for Lower Canada—appeared in 1861. 

The accompanying lists, like that of which they are continuations, are of neces- 
sity much more than check-lists. For several reasons a bare record of the sessional 
volumes published during the period in question would be of little service to those 
wishing to procure a complete set of the Statutes of Upper Canada. Chief among 
these reasons is the difficulty presented by the numerous “Reserved Acts” most of 
which, for want of the Royal assent at the time of publication of the volumes to 
which they belonged, could not be included therein. Published subsequently— 
sometimes two or three years later—and often consisting of but a few leaves, these 
fugitive Acts were variously treated. In copies of the sessional volumes of the 
Statutes bound by the King’s Printer for official use, they, no doubt, were given 
their proper places, but the copies of each volume which were intended for general 
distribution were issued in paper covers only, and where these were bound by those 
who possessed them, the embodiment of the “Reserved Acts” in the bound volume 
was a matter of individual preference. Some inserted them in the volume of the 
year in which they were passed—sometimes at its beginning, sometimes at the end; 
others had them placed in the volume of the year in which they were printed ; others 
again took no pains to preserve them at all. The collection, therefore, of a com- 
plete set of the Statutes of the period—1792-1866—involves much more than the 
purchase of so many volumes of consecutive years, and the utility of the lists here- 
with presented will be apparent. 

It will be noticed that in many volumes Imperial Acts relating to Upper Can- 
ada, or Canada, with separate title-page, precede the title page of the main contents 
of the volume and in some cases it will be found that a careless binder has erroneously 
lettered the back of the volume with the date of the Imperial enactment instead of 
that of the Canadian Statutes contained in it. 

It seems to have been the custom, too, of some of the binders in the early days, 
when binding together the sessional volumes of a “Parliament,” to omit the title 
pages of all but the first of such volumes, making the one serve improperly as 
title page for the whole contents. This practice was so common that it has been 
difficult to find title pages of several years for the purpose of noting the imprint.

“Vol. II, 2nd sess. 2nd Parlt.,” and so on. At this time also the 
plan of paging all the sessional volumes of each Parliament continu- 
ously was adopted. The Reserved Acts (except in the cases of those 
of the sessions of 1841, 1852, 1859 and 1864, which are independently 
paged) continue throughout the paging of the Acts of the sessions in 
which they were respectively passed, taking no account of the Table 
of Contents and the Index affixed to each volume of the’latter. The 
[Imperial Acts which are prefixed or affixed to some of the volumes 
have independent paging, in Roman numerals, up to and including 
the 1853 volume (though with a gap between pp. xcii and [exiii]). 
In later volumes they each have independent paging. In 1851, with 
the commencement of the fourth Parliament, the size of the volume 
was reduced to 8vo., and the numbering of the volumes was aban- 


doned, except in the cases of sessions whose Statutes filled two vol- 


umes, the latter being distinguished as Parts 1 and 2.

LABOR SAVING DEVICES. 
By J. Harry BonGartz, Librarian, State Law Library, Providence, R. I. 


Last fall, in a moment of brotherly thoughtlessness, I happened to mail some 
blank forms to our worthy president, and without warning, found myself slated 
for a paper on labor saving devices, to be read before the present meeting of this 
association. According to our friend from Cleveland, I am to mount my hobby, 
as he terms it, in your presence, and make a wild dash, for at least twenty min- 
utes, providing I can “stick on” for that length of time. 

The term, labor saving device, in library work, is one, which, speaking gen- 
erally, covers a very broad field and would take a correspondingly long time to con- 
sider exhaustively; it is not, however, my province to handle the subject in its en- 
tirety, but merely to take up some few branches which we have developed and found 
practical in our work, with the fond hope that they may be found useful where the 
questions have not already been worked out, and with the further idea of abserb- 
ing any improvements upon them which may come to light through discussion of 
the subject. I do not take it upon myself to pose as an authority upon these mat- 
ters and simply present some systems which we have found successful under our 
conditions. 

I will first take up the Duplicate Order Blank:—Some system of keeping 
copies of all orders for books, supplies, ete., in proper shape for reference, is 
a most desirable feature; one which is fully appreciated for its many good points, 
where in operation; it keeps unfilled and partially delivered shipments constantly 
before us, with prices, saving any dispute concerning figures, dates or other details, 
and being numbered for identification, permits several orders to the same firm be- 
ing discussed, at the same time, without confusion. We have a very simple du- 
plicating blank, the copy of which remains with us, placed in a binder, by dates, 
until the order is completed, when it is retired to the vertical file under the name 
of the firm. 

The Original Receipt Book :—This record is one which is considered lightly by 
many; it is of all importance as it constitutes the initial entry of the receipt of any 
volume, naming the book, the date of receipt, how it came and where it came from ; 
it is the source of information if a book be mislaid or stolen immediately after re- 
ceipt, and will be found useful in very many other questions; we have incorporated 
an invoice column in our blank and find it very handy in the checking of accounts 
for payment, saving many steps to and from the shelves. 
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Collation:—Next in order comes the careful collation of every item which is 
intended to go permanently upon the shelves, and in this regard, I cannot too forci- 
bly impress its importance upon the members of this association; our experience 
has taught us that the new books cause the most trouble in this line, careless me- 
chanical work and defective paper being the majority of imperfections; it is our 
duty to know that a volume is both bibliographically and mechanically perfect, be- 
fore it goes upon the shelves.’ 

We have instituted a duplicate letier form covering the record of the return 
of imperfect books which forms a link in our general system of keeping track of 
a volume when once upon its way to the shelves, but halted upon account of im- 
perfections. 

Marking Books:—Many different methods are in use for marking books, each 
suitable for the conditions surrounding the collection; the prime objects being to 
mark for thorough protection, the date of receipt, accession number, where used, 
the private page mark and the rebound record are all useful entries. 

Accession Book :—This is, without question, the most important record of all 
and we have found a most useful arrangement of this blank, for a law collection, in 
the form of what is termed a catalogue-accession book, which gives all items neces- 
sary for the proper entry and cataloguing of a large portion of the accessions, in 
fact all of them excepting the modern text book, which today cannot be catalogued 
intelligently without access to the book itself.? 

Periodical Accession Book:—We also run a periodical accession book for the 
temporary record of each number as it arrives, and have found it a great conven- 
lence as well as a necessity, for keeping this department in order. With an ex- 
tensive list, the periodical division, is, without doubt, the prize winner for trouble 
and demands the closest attention. 

Catalogue :—We have found a plainly typewritten card catalogue, with a guide 
for every subject, highly appreciated by our users; the arrangement of guides forms 
a complete index in itself adding much to the quick working of the catalogue; there 
are about twenty-seven hundred guides. In re-writing, or making a new card cata- 
logue, I would strongly recommend the use of cards which are colored upon the 
edges of both ends and top as taking finger-marks better than the plain stock; the 
celluloid faced guides are also very desirable, being practically indestructible. 

Binding :—The usual binder is more than prone to mistakes and with this fact 
before us, we have developed a system which has proven very satisfactory and is 
highly commended by the binders themselves. This record is kept in a duplicate 
binding-slip book which embraces all possible directions for binding, one slip going 
with the volume the other remaining on file, and in conjunction with a good set 
of dummy patterns leaves hardly anything to be desired. We have special binding- 
cases, made with partitions, for shipment back and forth, and use a block dummy 
in the place of any volume taken from the shelves for re-binding, which tells at a 
glance that the volume is at the bindery. 


1 The imperfections for which a book is collated are as follows: pages wanting; paste 
spots; holes in text; defective paper; illegible print; signature misplaced, blank, extra or 
wanting; trimmed into text; torn pages; mispaging; bad folding; binding broken; loose 
sewing; damaged in transit. 

2 A loose leaf accession book is used and embraces columns headed as follows: date; 
title of volume; volume number; pub. title, reporter or editor: dates covered: edition; 


size; place of publication; date of publication; source; number of volumes: catalog. 
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Ledger:—No book of record, excepting the Accession Book, can compare with 
the properly kept ledger of all library accounts, including every item of expense, 
under proper headings; it is the safeguard of our cash and provides against double 
payment of bills, which I find, from my booksellers’ experience, is a very common 
occurrence ; the ledger tells at a glance what items have been paid and is also a full 
record of all prices paid. No librarian can safely approve accounts for payment 
through a treasurer’s department or otherwise, without this method, or something 
equivalent. 

Arrangement :—The amount of time saved, by the library force and its patrons, 
by the most simple arrangement of all open shelf collections, is an item well worthy 
of our consideration. The alphabet should be used as far as possible, plain signs 
placed at all cases and shelves, in fact every possible direction given which may en- 
able the bar to wait upon themselves with intelligence, if they so choose; all signs 
and cards should be very distinct, bearing in mind that the majority of lawyers 
have overworked their eyes and are more or less near sighted. Leather number !a- 
bels, with good sized figures are an important faetor in the use of the large sets; 
we use them on everything, even the text books. A general directory of the dif- 
ferent departments, designating their locations, is especially valuable to the new- 
comer and also a constant reminder to the regular patron. A few properly en- 
forced rules, which have in mind the protection of the rights and privileges of users 
are also among the things to be considered for the saving of their time, “Silence” 
being the most important of all. 

I trust that the discussion brought about by these remarks has entirely over- 
shadowed any credit which they may claim other than as a medium which has ex- 
cited the free and cordial exchange of our different ideas upon the subject in hand. 


PROBLEMS OF MOVING LARGE LAW LIBRARIES. 


THE HARVARD LAW LIBRARY. 
By Ropert B. ANDERSON. 


Our problem was to move a library of about 100,600 volumes, occupying three 
buildings, into two. Before the erection of our new building, Langdell Hall, our 
books were shelved in Austin, Lawrence and Hastings Halls. The books in Hastings, 
nearly all of those in Austin, and about half of those in Lawrence, were moved into 
Langdell, and distributed throughout its seven floors of stacks and two reading 
rooms; the remainder of the books in Lawrence were moved into Austin, and those 
left in Austin, redistributed. 

Our first step, of course, was to make careful measurements in order that we 
might know just what spaces the books were to occupy, empty shelves being left 
throughout, in accordance with the normal growth of particular classes or sets of 
books. This having been done, we procured about twenty-five large baskets (28 in. 
long, 20 in. wide and 18 in. deep, such as are used by the steam-laundries here) 
two of which just filled the floor of our freight elevators. We also used a few 
boxes or trays which we had on hand, but these proved to be very inconvenient to 
handle, as they were too long to lie flat on the elevator, and so had to stand upright, 
and there was constant danger that the books would fall out whenever the elevator 
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was moved; moreover we found the baskets much lighter to handle, and easy to 
drag across the floors of the stack, whereas the boxes had to be carried. 

The work was in charge of two library assistants, one of who superintended 
the packing of the books, and the other, the unpacking and arranging on the shelves. 
In addition, we had the services of three college students, six laborers, and the use 
of a horse and wagon. ‘Two of the laborers were needed to work the elevators, 
which run by hand, two to drive the team, load and unload baskets, and two to 
carry baskets to the elevator, which, in Austin Hall, is outside of the stack room. 
We found it necessary to keep a person stationed at the foot of the elevators where- 
ever books were being moved in, as the laborers persisted in getting the baskets on 
in wrong order, in spite of the numbering. 

The books were taken from the shelves in the order in which they stood and 
packed into baskets in double rows, standing upright as on the shelves. Of course 
the titles could not-be read without removing the books from the baskets, but our 
baskets, which were bought to fit the elevators, would not allow of any other ar- 
rangement. The baskets were then numbered consecutively each day, by means 
of a slip placed in the first volume packed. By rigidly adhering to this rule in re- 
gard to the position of the number slip, we were enabled to unpack any basket 
without being obliged to read the titles. 

The work occupied about a month, and the books needed very little re-arrang- 
ing; moreover our Library was in constant use by over 600 students during the 
whole progress of the moving. I do not think any book was withdrawn from cir- 
culation for more than half an hour at a time. 


THE STATE OF RHODE ISLAND LAW LIBRARY. 
By J. Harry BONGARTZ. 


In anticipation of moving our library, I had formulated the plan of using a 
dozen or eighteen of the standard book-trucks, to be equipped with wide straps, 
made of webbing, to go clear around each of the three shelves, holding the books 
in place and lessening the chance of accident or damage; all trucks to be numbered 
and loaded in rotation, according to the layout of the collection in the new quarters 
and transported six at a load, in moving vans. 

The question of filling the trucks at the shelves, on all floors, in the old quar- 
ters, where no elevator conveniences are at hand, I had planned to be overcome by 
temporary runs, which, with the use of tackles, would permit the trucks to be 
wheeled to the lower floor, into the general elevator, etc. The new quarters 
being planned for up to date handling, would allow the trucks to be taken anywhere 
by elevator. 


THE MINNESOTA STATE LIBRARY. 
By Joun E. KIna. 


In moving the Minnesota State Library from the old capitol to the new we 
found the greatest labor-saving device to be the construction of a wooden slide 
from the third story of the old capitol to the moving van. We had boxes made 
just large enough to contain a shelf of books. These boxes were numbered con- 
secutively so that the assistant at the new quarters knew exactly where each box be- 
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longed. At the time of moving the library, over four years ago, we had approxi- 
mately fifty-five thousand (55,000) volumes. It required the services of about four 
extra men and two vans for a period of nearly three weeks. The cost of moving 
was approximately eight hundred and fifty ($850.00) dollars, but it would have 
been somewhat less had we not been obliged to stop moving operations several 
times because of the failure of the new stacks to arrive fast enough to keep the 
moving force busy. 


REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF THE NATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION OF STATE LIBRARIES ON 
LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE.* 


Dee. 4th, 1909. 
To the Members of the National Association of State Libraries: 


Gentlemen: In December, 1908, a proposition was submitted by a special com- 
mittee of the National Association of State Libraries relating to “A National Legis- 
lative Reference Service” by which a system of reports on the current legislation of 
the several states would be promptly and accurately furnished to the several sub- 
scribers. As an insutlicient number responded, in the required time, the project 
was necessarily postponed. 

This special committee, again working in conjunction with the Law Reporting 
Company, whose facilities for this line of work have previously been explained, beg 
leave to submit the following modified plan of service to begin with the legislative 
sessions of 1910. 

(1) A complete card list, standard size, one card for each bill introduced in 
every state legislature, will be issued daily. (Form A.) 

(2) A progress sheet for each state will be issued daily, showing the action 
taken on all bills, by either house, final passage, and governor’s action. (Form B.) 
(3) A set of 20 subject index cards for each state, one card to be used for 
each selected topic, will be furnished at once. (Form C.) 

(4) Information regarding special legislative action, length of sessions and 
other important items of interest will be promptly reported. 

This is practically the same service as outlined in our former correspondence, 
full details of which may be found in the report of the State Librarian of Connecti- 
eut for 1908, page 12. 

It has seemed best, however, to substitute printed cards (Form A) for each 
bill in place of the “Bill Index” containing twenty or thirty entries as first planned. 
As Mr. ALLEN, Secretary of the Law Reporting Company, states: 

“We believe that the cards are better than the sheets and are willing to furnish 
them at the same rate previously suggested for the sheets. Daily reports of ac- 
tion taken on all bills will also be sent from day to day, on receipt of which each 
librarian can post on the cards as much of this information as his particular situ- 
ation requires. That 1S, he ean keep a record of the action on all bills, or on only

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the bills he is interested in, and he need not keep up the record for the others. 
We will also show on the daily reports the ‘subject’ of each bill, and the librarian 
can easily select and post reports relating to the particular bills which he is in- 
terested in. At the same time, he has in the daily reports a complete record of ac- 
tion taken on every bill, so that if some new subject comes up and he wants to do 
so, he can very quickly and easily go to his report files and post the record up. to 
date, and determine the present position of any bill in which he may not previously 
have been interested.” 

For those who do not care to use the full service, your Committee have made 
arrangements whereby each librarian can select, if necessary, the subjects on which 
he desires to obtain information and be relieved from the labor of handling and 
caring for cards upon subjects in which he has no interest. ‘The price, however, 
is the same as for the complete service. 

If the full text of any bill is desired, the regular exchange file of the library 
can be utilized, or copies secured through correspondence, or from the Law Report- 
ing Company at usual rates. 

Your Committee does not feel called upon, at this time, to offer any detailed. 
plan for filing these cards as the requirements in each state must largely determine 
this matter. 

The value of the proposed service to the legislative reference departments of 
the country is evident. By means of these cards a librarian has accessible for 
the first time prompt and accurate information relating to proposed and current 
legislation of the several states. By separating the cards containing the passed 
and unpassed bills the file will immediately give a complete list, by title, of the 
entire legislation of the country several months before the receipt of the printed 
laws.
